brought A. B. Pendleton into the Bei 
office yesterday where the latter re 
tracted a statement that he had given 
the officer $10 as a bribe in connec 
tion with the J. L. Fields case, Pen 
dleton again visited this office today 
andyreiterated his accusation that he 
did give Talley money to "smooth" 
matters over in the case. The charges 
counter-charges and denials of same 
furnishes a complicated incident as an 
aftermath of a raid several days ago 
on Fields' boarding house on Union 
street. 


Fields was charged with operating a 


disorderly house and was acquitted 
Fields later brought charges of as- 
sault and trespass against Talley, one 
of the officers in the case. Pendleton 
was summoned as a witness in the case 
and for some reason d 0 not want to 
appear in court and he alleges placed 
$10 where Talley oouM get it, Talle> 
denies the accusation and to vindi- 
cate himself brought Pendleton to a 
reporter and the man stated that Tal- 
ley did not accept or agree to take 
any money 
Pendleton now explains 


that the officer did not take monej 
but instructed that it be laid in a con- 
venient place This is the story in a 
nutshell and it now remains for the 
case to be aired and straightened out 
at a hearing m the police court be- 
fore the police commission at a date 
to be set 


To begin the story: 
Sergeant H 


T. Haraway and Officer Talley one 
night last week took especial notice 
of Fields' house and thought things 
were not being- ; conducted as they 
should, and after tH^y had concluded 
that they had enough evidence, the 
officers'arrested Fields on- a charge ol 
operating a. disorderly house 
Fields 


was acquitted of the charge after a 
hearing in the police court 
He later 


swore out a warrant against Tallej 
charging him with assault and with 
trespassing on his property 
In the 


meanime Tallej was instructed to 
summons Pendleton as a witness 
The case was called in the mayor's 


court on Monday morning 
but 
a 


hearing was not held, Mayor Wooding 
passing the case to the police com- 
mission. Taliey had heard of Pendle- 
ton's accusation. 
It developed thai 


an attorney for Fe.lds had told one oi 
the officers that Penfileton had told 
Fields that he had given Ta'.ley $10 
not to summon Pendleton into court 
as a witness in the cas". Talley made 


emphatic den'al, not only of the 


bribe accusation, but also the charges 
brought b\ Fields.

As it is seen Officer Talley found 


himself in an embarrassing position 
and he immediately set out to vindi- 
cate himself. -He has watched for 
Pendleton and yesterday .afternoou 
saw him 
on Union street. Talley 


nabbed him and ordered him to come 
with him. 
The officer says that he 


would not permit Pendleton to say a 
single word to him lest he n 
twist "his comersanon in such a 
that he might make other a._cusa- 
uons 
Talley says he told the man he 


was going with him either to the 
courthouse or to the newspaper office 
and state whether or not he told 
Felds that he gave him money

stopping at The Register office, for 
he and Officer Talley came, m yes- 
terday afternoon 
Talley was 
soon 


talking- with a reporter. 
"Tell that 


fellow whether or not you told Fields 
that you ga-ve me $10 not to summon 
you to court," the officer commanded. 
"I did not." replied Pendleton. 


Pendleton also stated that Fields 


had told him he wanted to drop the 
charges against the officer.

bribery was being talked freely, Tal- 
ley was -anxious to prove otherwise, 
and he determined yesterday to make 
the man reaffirm or retract w-hat he 
had told Fields 
The officer did not 


seem willing to wait for a hearing but 
appeared anxious to clear the mat- 
ter. 


After expressing the belief that he 


had succeeded in vindicating himself 
of the bribery accusation. Tallev -aid 
that he was not worryng in the least 
about the charges brought by Felds 
He says that he did not assault "Fields 
and did not take any action which 
the man construe as a assajilt. He 
said little about the trespass charge, 
admitting that he entered the house 
but felt that he had a perfect right to 
go into a boarding house any time he 
wished.

SAVING BILLIOX DOLLARS 
A TEAR IS EASY SAYS 
HOOVER'S ASSISTANT 


WASHINGTON, Aug., 23.— Apoasi- 


ble saving of $1,000,000.000 a year ii 
one industry In the United States is 
suggested by W. A. Durgin, special 
assistant to Herbert Hoover, Secre- 
tary of Commerce. That Industry is 
the manufacture of lumber, and Dr. 
Durgin makes the assertion that fl,* 
000.000,000 or even more can be saved 
every 12 months by the practice of 
greater simplicity and more economy. 
Mr. Durgin does not. however, con- 
fine his recommendations for change 
to the lumber Industry alone, but 
would apply it to all business efforts. 
Take shoes, for instance. Mr. Dur?in 
declares that there are no fewer than 
1,000.000 varieties of sizes, etyles and 
kinds Of footwear made in the United 
States. Of axes there are 8964 kinds; 
of firearm cartridges, 7362. Even of 
American flags, there are 289 varie- 
ties. He estimates that there Is at 
least 40 per cent, of waste in making 
so many different kinds and styles of 
things, but in getting the percentage 
on lumber, he divides this loss by two 
and thus gives it only 20 per cent, of 
waste, which is considered very con- 
servative. 
Speaking of lumber he says: The 
combined efforts of State and munici- 
pal engineers have eucc«sd«d in de- 
veloping 260 different building codes. 
The sizes of sash and doors are prob- 
ably well into the thousands, while in 
furniture the varieties haVe run riot. 
Even for a tree, there are 30 odd 
names for oiie old pine and at least 
15 sets of dimensions for a 2x4. This 
orgy of diversification Is a very real 
and widely spread source of waste. 
and Mr. Hoover has established his 
division of Simplified Practice to aid 
any group requesting its service in 
simplification of product or of pro- 
cess or management."

000On the other hand, dividends to 
policyholders increased considerably 
more than $31,000,000.

paid for disability claims an daddi- 
tional accidental death, benefits ex- 
ceeded $4,000,000, about double, the 
corresponding payment in 1920, indi- 
cating rapid growth in the popularity 
of this comparatively new feature.

The fatality rate on street rail- 
ways and steam railways showed an 
appreciable reduction during the year

The remarkable, development of the 
automobile in the commercial and so- 
cial l}fe of the nation reflecteed in the 
depressing fact that it exacts a toll 
of one human life every half hour. 
The American wage-earner pays 
nearly $120 a year for his insurance. 
The aggregate premium 
paid in 


1921 for the principal forms of insur- 
ance—life, fire, casualty, marine, au- 
tomobile, liability, etc., has been care- 
fully calculated to be in excess of $3- 
000,000.000. 
A per capita insurance expenditure 
based upon a total population of 
110.000,000 in the United States 
is 
manifestly incorrect, for in the whole 
population is included a heavy percen- 
tage of non-income producers, 
chil- 
dren, aged people, the infirm, etc. 
If the gross insurance premiums of 


$3,000,000,000 paid in 1921 were dis- 
tributed solely among actual 
wage 
earners, estimated by some authorities 
to be roundly 25.000,000. the per 
capita payment for insurance cover- 
age would be $120. 
Whether this 
amount Is actually 
paid by the individual wage earner or 
is added to his cost of living, is of 
small moment. 
Some one pays and 
in the ultimate analysis, it will be 
found that it is wage earner, i e., ex- 
cepting the premiums on life and cas- 
ualty insurance, which are usually paid 
by policyholders Individually, 
and 


which cannot be passed along under 
the general name of "overhead." 
As might be expected, the aggre- 
gate premium paid for life insurance 
far exceeded the 
expenditures 
for 
any other form of insurance, but few 
people would even conjecture that 
the total life 
insurance 
premiums 
paid - in 1921, viz, 
$1.710,000,000 
topped the total fire and marine in- 
surance premiums of $718,000,000 by 
nearly a billion dollars. 
An outlay of 
roughly 
one 
and 
three-quarters billions of dollars by 
$40.000,000 
life 
insurance 
policy- 
holders, or a yearly pep capita pay- 
ment of $43, is a conclusive proof of 
the high valuation placed upon life 


Insurance by the American «ople. 
An estimate of $250.000,000 paid 
last year for estate and Inheritance 
taxes, and 
their attendant costs, 
would not be far wide of t&e mark. 
Statistics show that auch taxes col- 


lected by 
th«- 
federal 
government 
amounted to ?ir>.i.043.260j and that 
taxes collected 
hy 
separate 
stales 
amounte dto $57.351.592. 
Add to 
this joint sum the amount expended 
for administration and other inevit- 
able costs, and an approximation of 
$250.000.000 appears fully warranted.

ficult situation, due on the one hand 
to thjj Diminished attendance In the 
House and chargeable on the other 
hand to the new complications which 


I have arli'sn. 
It would be folly to 
ignore the development of the prohi- 
bition issue which came up so unex- 
pectedly and we must face the fact 
that the friend; of the bill must har- 
monize their vlewe, to accord v»th 
both ^he constitutional amendment 
and public opinion on this subject. 
Moreover the same frlenjjs of the 
measure must reach a concord in the 
matter of the favoring provision car- 
•fied in the tax exemption section 
which was designed to provide an in- 
direct aid to American shiping en- 
terprise." 
The president expressed the hope 
that the administration would "find

PEKING, Aug. 23.—Recent visitors 
to the Great Wall of China, which is 
accessible at Nankow, 40 miles from

LONDON. Aug. 23.—At the recent 


annual conference of the Swiss Asso- 
ciation for Woman Suffrage, one of 
tho resolutions most keenly debated 
concerned the 
future policy cf 
the 


society, whether, in view of the re- 
peated refusal to recognize Women's 
rights to a voice in national affairs, 
members of th eassoeiation should re- 
fuse to pay their taxes and withdraw 
from all participation in the social 
and philanthropic work of the coun- 
try, nd thus by a sort of "grove des 
femmes," force their claims upon the 
public: or whether, on the contrary, 
they not only should continue to pay 
taxes, but also should take an .even 
greater part in the Nation's activi- 
ties, and in that way demonstrate the 
real value of women's work. 
The later point' of view carried -the 


day'.""' Whatever' might' be' good" tac- 
tics in 
any other 
country, it 
was 


agreed that, owing to the peculiar 
mentality of the Swiss, a woman's 
strike would not advance their cause, 
but might jeopardize it still further. 


Antipathy Easy to Explain. 


It certainly srems strange 'hat in 


a country which 'prides itself on its 
democratic ideas, women are not ye; 
enfranchised, but there are elements 
in tho Swiss State and Constitution 
which enable one to understand. iJ! 
not to appreciate, this curious anom- 
aly. 
In spite of the enormous differ- 


ence in size, Switzerland can in one 
respect be compared with no other 
country in the. world but the United 
States. It consists of 22 self-govern- 
ing cantons with a Federal Tribunal 
over all. so that to be enfranchise? 
Completely, women would have ,tv< 
grain both "the cantonal and the- federal 
v'Ote. 
Nor is this all. 
Any question 


directly affecting the people .cannot 
become law until it has been submit- 
ted for referendum to the electorate. 


In another respect also, the Swiss 


voter enjoys a, privilege shared by the 
people of few other countries—tho 
right of initiative. If a specified num- 
ber of electors—in Geneva 2500. in 
other cantons 
more—wish to brine 


about any change in the law. the Gov- 
ernment is" bound to consider it- But 
this also is a right of which Avomva 
are able to take advantage, and fem- 
inists live not bren slow to vail thorn- 
selves of it. They prefer it to getting 
friendlv deputy to introduce a bill 
from political intrigue, as a demand 
by popular initiative cannot b~ shelv- 
ed but must be submitted to the elec- 
torate whatever its parliamentary re- 
ception.
